They Fail the Effect will be Great on the Larger In- 


terests of the War. Guerilla Warfare will Con- 


tinue and Boberts will be Delayed 


London, April 24— All attention Is 


centered on the 
interesting 
though 


complicated; situation in the south- 
eastern portion of the, Orange Frea 
State, from' which, developments of the 
utmost importance must ensue in the 
near future. 


General 
Hurdle,

found the Boers confronting him at 
Dewetsdorp stronger than he cares to 
engage, so is marking time pending 
the arrival of supports. 


While General Rundla is preparing 


to strike at Dewetsdorp Generals Bra- 
bant and Hart are pushing along the 
frontier of Basutoland, nence they will 
be able to frustrate any attack on 
Rundle's right, and Generals French 
and Pole-Carew are hastening from 
Bloemfontein to bar the Boe^ line of 
retreat northwards. 


Meanwhile the burgher rorces occu- 


pying Thr.banchu are in a position to

Boer forces at DewetsdofTp and Wepen- 
er time to retire in case of defeat, and 
it seems as though General French

Rundle's engagement on; Saturday, how- 
tver, it does not ssem. that he was able 
to do much more tuan maintain the posi- 
tion from which Hie Boers had been 
driven on the prc^svus day. 


The strong body of reinforcements 


which Lord Roberts sent to assist th» 
relief of Wepener and to endeavor to en- 
velop and cut off the Boers from a re- 
treat northward furnishes further evi- 
dence that the Boers are assembled in 
much larger forces around Wepener than 
had hitherto been supposed; and, as The 
Times in an editorial this morning re- 
marks, whatever may be the difficulties 
of roads and rains, the Boers always ap- 
pear to have guns, and sometimes big 
one, where they want them.

fering stout resistance to the British ad- 
vance, their position is dangerous. They 
can scarcely delay further their retreat 
northward, without incurring the risk of 
being cut off. Usually they have been 
well informed regarding the British 
plans, and they are not likely to run 
such a risk, especially as they bava 
partially accomplished .their object In 
drawing large forces from Bloemfoniteln 
on long marches, and have delayed th« 
advance on Preitorla. 


Report of Lord Roberts to the War 


OHlce 


The war office late Saet evening Issued 


the 
following dispatch from 
Lord 


Roberts, dated Bloemfontein, Monday, 
April 23, 2:50 p. m.: 


"Yesterday I dispatched the llth di- 


vision under General Pole-Carew and 
two brigades of cavalry under General 
French from this pbini to assist General 
Rundle. The force reached Karrlefon- 
tein without much opposition. 


"Casualties reported: Welsh regi- 


ment, private killed, Captain Frothero 
mortally wounded and seven men; 
Yorkshires, eight wounded; Eighth Hus- 
sars, one killed, one wounded; Four- 
teenth Hussars, one wounded; Royal ar- 
tillery, two wounded; Seventh Dragoons, 
Lieutenant Jenkins and 10 men missing. 
Captain Rotten, Royal artillery, broke 
an arm by si f ali. 


"General Pole-Carew's mounted in- 


fantry seized Leeuw kop, a high hill a 
few miles north of their last night'* 
position. The enemy evacuated hur- 
riedfly, leaving some rifles and ammuni- 
tion, 


"General Rundle rsports that 25 men 


of the First Worcesters are missing. 
Fifty-three were sent out with wood to 
an outpost after clark, and only 18 re- 
turned. Their numbers and names will 
be reported today, as well as four wound- 
ed yesterday " 


Thfe war office has given no explana- 


tion of the apparent discrepancy in th« 
figures as to the men from the Worces- 
ter regiment. 


Retired Very Hurriedly from Their 


Positions 


Leeuw Kop, Monday—The Boers re- 


tired from their position here so hur- 
riedly that they left quantities of am- 
munition and rifles behintU

Engagement of Colonel Anderson's 


Corps with Boers 


"A Bloemfontein dispatch says that 


Colonel Alderson's corps of mounted in- 
fantry, consisting of the first battalions 
of the First and Second Canadian regi- 
ments and Strathoona's horse, was en- 
gaged in the operations of General Pol'e.- 
Carew and General French. Alderson 
had undertaken to drive the Boers from 
their line of defense south of the water- 
works. 
The Canadians sustained a 


heavy fire. The Boers shelled Alderson, 
who made a marching movement around 
Leeuw kop, on the extreme left of the 
Boer position. When the British bat- 
tery opened fire the Boers removed the 
gun. 
Leeuw kop was found exacuated 


this morning. General Dlckson's cavalry 
brigade, which made a wide detour to the 
left, found its further progress barred 
by a strong Boer position. 


St. Petersburg papers announce the 


departure for South Africa of a body of 
aeronauts, to organize a military balloon 
service for the Transvaal, 
They took 


the necessary balloon and accessories 
with them. 


General Sir Charles Warren has been

Street Railway to Build Bea- 


ver Line to Bnggsville 


This Summer 


CLARKSBURG GIVES PERMISSION 


Lively Debate in Special Town Meet. 


ing This Afternoon Results Favor. 
ably. $500 from Town and $800 


from Private Subscriptions 


The Hoosae Valley street railway will 


be extended to the store'at" Brigisvlire 
this summer. This fact was made cer- 
tain when at the special town meeting 
of Clarksburg' this afternoon it was 
voted to give the company a franchise 
and right of way through the town. 
The extension will be about three quar- 
ters of a mile in length beyond the 
present terminus at the Beaver. This 
is believed to be the first step in future 
extension to Stamford. 


The meting this afternoon at which 


permission was granted .was a lively 
one, 
and the vote was not carried with- 


out a good deal of opposition, headed 
by selectman Gleason. A large num- 
ber were present from this city, in- 
cluding a number of residents of 
Clarksburg who work here and who 
were transpeorted to the meeting to 
vote. The attendance was about 80. 


Selectman Farnsworth of Briggsville 


caleled the meeting to order. John W. 
P. Buck was made moderator, and the 
second article, to se if the town would 
grant the railway company the privi- 
lege of extending its tracks through 
:he town was tPken up. 


Mr. Fansworth immediately moved 


that the town grant this as soon as the 
street railway should petition for it. 


Mr. Gleason wanted to know how 


much it would cost the town. 


Mr. Farnsworth ^said that if his mo- 


tion prevailed, he should at once move 
that the town appropriate ?500 to repair 
and widen the river road, so that the 
tracks could be laid along it. This he 
would make conditional on the pledging 
of another $500 from Strong, Hewatt & 
company. He would also, in addition 
to this, pledge the sum of $300 by pri- 
vate subscription. 


As this $500 wasi to come from the 


highway appropriation cf 
$1100, 
Mr. 


Gleason rose and made a plea against 
it. saying that the remaining 
JCC9 


would not be enough for the roads. Fer 
some moments th^re were some livc'y 
arguments between Mr. Farnswoi th 
and Mr. Gleason and a vote was final- 
ly called for. 


The yeas carried' easily, and the re- 


sult was greeted with applause. 
Ai- 


ticle 3, to appropriate the $500, on con- 
dition that the woolen company ^ive 
$500 was then carried easily by a ris- 
ing vote.

CUBAN CABINET 


Will NOT RESIGN 


Havana, April 24.—The mem-bare o* the 


cabinet called upon Governor General 
Wood yesterday and informed him that, 
after long consideration, they had de- 
cided not to resign because of the recent 
declaration of the secretary of agricul- 
ture, General Rivera, that Cubans of all 
political classes gt-ould Join in a demand 
upon the United States government to fix 
e time limit for'the American occupation. 
The secretaries assured General Wood 
that they regarded the remarks of their 
colleague as unwise and as insulting to 
the American government, adding that 
when a man in the position of General 
Rivera adopted such an attitude ha was 
doing great harm to the cause of Cuba. 


General Wood has not yet received 


General Rivera's resignation, but, ac- 
cording- to General Rivera's assertions, 
the letter of resignation has been writ- 
ten and will be delivered at once. 


Senor Tamayo, secretary of govern- 


ment, commenting upon the situation, 
said: "The action of General Rivera 
has greatly embarrassed) the other sec- 
retaries. He had no right, as a member 
of the cabinet, to issuesuch a letter. Had 
he expressed his views- to the represen- 
tative of a newspaper there might have 
been some room for doubt; but, having 
clearly and categorically declared his 
position there was no way of undoing 
thlng-s. In my own opinion the present 
time is most unfavorable for the raising 
of any governmental issues, especially 
as the elections are just coming on." 


Part of City Under Water. 


New Orleans, April 24.—One of 
the 


heaviest rain storms of the season oc- 
curred here during Sunday night and 
New Orleans was flooded. In some sec- 
tions of the city -svaier covered streets 
and sidewalks, and rafts had to be use:! 
to reach street cars. The city Is suffer- 
ing commercially a.f a result of the Mis- 
sissippi floods and the crippled condition 
of four railroad lines entering New Or- 
leans. 


Floods Cause Desperate Situation. 


Meridian, Mise., April 24.—Additioral 


rains have added gravity to the flood 
situation in the surioundmg country. 
The situation in several towns which are 
water bound is growing desperate. Food 
supplies are running short and relief is 
nowhere in sight. Reports from the In- 
terior begin to come in, showing the de- 
vastation. Farmers are 
abandoning 


farms as worthless. 


Rivers Running Through Highways. 


Hanover, N. H., April 24.—The streams 


hereabouts are rising rapidly and rain 
and warm weather north of here for the 
next two or three days will cause a good 
sized freshet Already the water in the 
Connecticut is within about one foot of 
the height reached by the big freshet 
three years ago. In many places tha 
freshet has overflowed and covered miles 
of meado-w, and in other places the high- 
ways are rushing rivers. The current ia 
already undermining the banks and walls 
of houses, and boat houses, sheds and ;

Calcutta, Ayi.l 2».—In some parts of 


India the natives are in revolt. They 
are crazed by hunger- Millions are dead, 
or dying. Natives have begun to attack 
Europeans, and it is feared that if they 
ever break loose a reign of terror will 
follow. 


There is a plague among the cattle as 


well as among the people. There is food 
for neither man nor beast. The dying 
cattle are unfit tor fpod^fer they are 
simply diseased skeletons when they die. 


The latest official reports from 
the 


famine dlstiicts Bay that the misery i-X- 
isting there is indescribable and un- 
paralleled, and that the present tclief is 
quite inadequate. They add that the 
mortality among the cattle is also so 
severe that the authorities are trying to 
adapt farm implements so that human 
power can replace that of bullocks. Such 
a drastic measure has never before been 
necessary, e%en in the greatest scarcity 
of animals. 


It is also announced that the natives 


are developing- ugly feelings and are at- 
'tacklng Europeans. 


A great crowd muWterously attacked 


a party of soJdiers at Shahpur, the mili- 
tary center of the northwest provinces. 
The soldiers were rescued with difficulty 
and, In an unconscious condition. 


One district lost 1,000,000 cattle out ot 


1,300,000 head, and almost numberlfss 
human beings were found dead from 
starvation. 


In addition, children were found wan- 


dering in all directions, homeless, naked 
and emaciated; and cases were reported 
of children being sold.

worst stories of the terrible nature of the 
distress.

NEW VIOLETS. 


Fine Varieties Developed fcj- m 


California Man. 


To California belongs the honor of 


giving the world two new varieties of 
violets, which have been developed by 
Thomas H. Stevenson at his nursery 
In Mill Valley, says the San Francisco 
Call. Each of the new varieties is dis- 
tinctly Californian in origin and cul- 
ture, and they are, besides, remarkably 
rich in coloring and beauty. 


The two new varieties are both off- 


shoots from the Princess of Wales vio- 
let which was brought over here from 
London several years ago. One Is a 
deep blue, darker in color and of larger 
size than the Princess of Wales, and 
has been named the Duchess of Marl- 
borough. It is a magnificent flower as 
regards slee and coloring and should 
soon take precedence over its parent, 
the Princess of Wales, which has been 
heretofore the most favored of all the 
violets. 


The other new specimen is indeed a 


novelty, for its color is deep magenta, 
almost red. It is much smaller than 
the Princess of Wales, but Mr, Steven- 
son believes that another year of cul- 
ture will add to its size and the rich- 
ness of its coloring. It has been named 
the Admiral Avellan. 


The two varieties have been isolated 


to plots by themselves in the nursery, 
where particular care will be given to 
their development.

A Blab of .Btane In the Treainvjr De- 


partment That S!iovr« a. Perfect 
Profile of Qneen Victoria and Other 
Interevtinv Plotnire*. 
The often repeated statement that 


Uncle Bam is without sentiment Is il- 
lustrated in a measure in the treasury 
department. The famous marble room, 
which cost the government $300,000, 
although stlH a place of beauty, is no 
longer an ornamental chamber only. 
The room around which tradition has 
woven, many a^curious tale, the room 
In which Gfeneral Grarjt received the 
guests who attended his flrst inaugural 
ball, is now used as a cash room. 


Long years ago, when the architect 


who planned the interior of the room 
saw his dream realized, when the 
painters and decorators had complet- 
ed their labors and visitors were al- 
lowed to gaze upon its magnificence, it 
was declared to be the finest room in 
the country. Men and women of na- 
tional and international fame have 
danced upon the marble floors where 
today stand prosaic counters and 
desks. The pretty gallery in which sat 
the famously beautiful women of those 
days, where society gossiped and belles 
and beaus carried on flirtations, is still 
retained. But it is empty, and no one, 
unless it be the spirits'of those who 
once adorned the room, looks down up- 
on the small army of employees who 
handle $202,000,000 each year before 
it is distributed throughout the United 
States. 


This famous room of the treasury de- 


partment has been used for this pur- 
pose for a number of years. The grow- 
ing demands of the department made 
this necessary, but the place has not ' 
lost reputation even if it has become 
one of the gftpernment's workshops, j 
The marble room of the treasury de- 
partment is known far and wide and 
( 


is a feature of interest to visitors on a 
tour of inspection of the building. The 
Interior is constructed 
of 
marble 


brought from sunny Italy, from France 
and from Vermont. 


F. E. Spinner was treasurer when ' 


the room was built. W. H. West was 
chief clerk, and A. B. Mullett was the 
supervising architect 
Hugh McCul- 


loch was secretary of the treasury, and 
his assistants were W. B. Chandler 
and J. P. Hartly. This information is 
proclaimed by two marble slabs placed 
above the doors. All the marble is 
without doubt the most magnificent ' 
that could be obtained. 
One of the ' 


squares, however, is particularly re- , 
markable. It is a beautiful specimen 
of black Vermont marble. 
A crack 


runs through the middle of this square, 
the most remarkable one in the whole 
room. On it, as though drawn by an 
artist, is a picture of Queen Victoria, a 
full life sized figure of an old Quaker- 
ess and the head and shoulders of a 
French soldier, with his little round 
cap set jaurttily on the side of his 
head, fastened -with a cord that runs 
down the sftle of * the face and under 
the chin. 


'She discovery of the faces and fig- 


ures on the marble was made by Mes- 
senger "W. R. Elliott. One day, while 
seated in front of the square, he was 
startled by the lines of alternate black 
and white forming the figure of the old 
Quakeress. A full side view of the old 
woman is shown. The traditional poke 
bonnet is pictured, a shawl covers the 
slightly drooped shoulders, and the 
hands are folded complacently in front 
of the body. It needs no steady gaze 
to bring out the picture. It is as per- 
fect as though drawn by a master 
hand. 


The face of Queen Victoria is also 


remarkably true to life. It requires 
no effort of imagination to draw out 
the contour of her face. Only the pro- 
file and a small portion of the shoul- 
ders are displayed. The face of Queen 
Victoria on the marble has given the 
officials no end of amusement. Several 
years ago, while a number of young 
English women who hsd visited this 
country for the purpose of attending a 
Christian Endeavor convention were 
being taken through the treasury de- 
partment, they were shown the £ace of 
their beloved queen. They were great- 
ly amazed at the likeness, and many 
exclamations of love and veneration 
were expressed. While admiring the 
queer designing of nature one of the 
young women declared that the Eng- 
lish government should purchase the 
marble square. 
' 


The picture of the French soh}ter is 


shown in the lower right hand corner 
of the- square. The figure is half life 
size and Is in profile, like the other two. 
The shoulders are thrown back just as 
they are drawn, by famous French 
i 


military artists. 
Nothing could be 


more truly drawn than the round cap 
which is set half over tje left ear. 
There are otheij. faces and figures to be 
found oa the square. Dogs, birds and 
countless grotesque figures can easily 
be traced by following the lines.— |

Project to Be Proponed at Comlnts 


Agricultural Conarren» In Parli. 
The uniting of all the farmers of the 


world in a sort of international trust 
or agreement to restrict the production 
of wheat and to raise prices is the 
project which it is hoped to carry out 
at the international agricultural con- 
ference to be held in Paris July 9-10, 
according to a Minneapolis dispatch to 
the New York Sun. It is proposed to 
ask the farmers of the world to reduce 
their wheat output by 20 per cent and 
not to sett a bushel for less than $1. 


J. C. Hanley of St. Paul, executive 


agent cf the Farmers' Alliance and In- 
dustrial union, the National Cotton 
Growers' association, the Farmers' 
Federation of the Mississippi Valley 
and the National Grain Growers' asso- 
ciation, is the chief promoter of the in- 
ternational agricultural trust in Amer- 
ica. Professor G. Ruhland of the Uni- 
versity of Fribourg, Switzerland, is the 
chief promoter of the plan in Europe. 
The idea was conceived by these two 
men independently. 


Mr. Hanley has been a worker In the 


interests of the farmers for years. He 
has been interested in many bold your 
wheat schemes and is prominently as- 
sociated with the farmers' elevator and 
various co-operative undertakings. He 
has for years studied the problem of 
wheat prices and is at present very 
active in promoting legislation by con- 
gress in the interest of the farmers. 
He lias long been of the opinion that if 
the farmers would only get together 
and come |p an understanding as to 
limiting prflSnction and would agree to 
sell only when their price could be ob- 
tained they could easily master the Sit- 
uation. As a professor of economics 
Professor Ruhland had come to the 
same conclusion. His study of the 
agrarian problems of different civi- 
lized countries led him to believe that 
the only cure for the widespread trou- 
bles of farmers, which are much more 
severe in the old than in the new 
world, is to restrict production. Both 
Mr. Hanley and the professor were 
hard at work getting the idea Into prac- 
tice when they encountered each other 
through correspondence. Since then 
they have been working in harmony 
with a common idea—camely, to per- 
suade the international agricultural 
congress to indorse the idea and rec- 
ommend it to the various associations 
present at the conference for applica- 
tion next year.

The Boers must dearly love to lay 


seige to a city. Following the relief of 
Kimberly and Ladysmith it was ex- 
pected llafeking would be succored and 
that th"en no British force or town 
would be tied up by the enemy. In fact 
It was thought that with general Rob- 
erts well started in his campaign the 
laying seige would be entirely on the 
British gide. And so it looked when 
Lord Roberts captured 
Cronje and 


marched on Bloemfontein. But Mafe- 
king has not yet been relieved and, 
even more surprising than that, an- 
other town and garrison have been in- 
vested right under the eye of Lord 
Roberts, A portion of Brabant's colo- 
nials are penned up there and have 
been hard beset. A heavy relieving 
force is now almost at hand and the 
Boers must fig-ht and lose or run. In 
attempting to evade the British they 
will have a. stiff problem. The native 
Basutos are at their backs, eagerly 
waiting for them to cross the border, 
when there would be a cnapter of sav- 
age warfare added to the story of the 
present conflict. There are British to 
the front of them and British to the 
right and to the left of them, not say- 
ing anything about the besf-iged Brit- 
ish "in the midst." of them, and escape 
8eems almost impossible. But with 
Cronje's dash in mind as well as sev- 
eral other marvelous retirements it 
would be hasty 
to say that these 


threatened I'oers cannot get away. 


However, the surprising thing re- 


garding Wepener is that, in the con- 
fusion of advances, 
retreats, 
skir- 


mlshcs and captures that has prevailed 
in the south-western portion of Orange 
Kr^e Stat^ since Lord Roberts moved

Nobody, probably 
is more familiar with the financial 
rating of his colleagues than is Mr. De- 
pew. 
He declares that out of the ninety 


senators not more than ten possess a 
million dollar fortune. Ten more, he 
says, may be able to live upon the in- 
come of accumulations less than this. 
But the remaining seventy senators, 
Mr. Depew insists, are dependent upon 
their senatorial salaries of five thou- 
sand dollars a year, eked out by the 
proceeds of occasional work at their 
professions 
or 
of 
contributions to 


magazines or newspapers. In other 
words, seven out of nine Senators are 
not even moderately rich men, but are 
laboring every day for their daily 
bread, as are the great majority of 
their fellow-citizens. So it is full time

President Tuttle of the Boston and

bound freight from the Vanderbilts, 
they controlling the Biston and Albany 
and the Fitchburg having practically 
nothing to offer in return, would bo a 
sorry spectacle to have the term com- 
petition used to describe.

HEROISM OF TH 


British War Correspondent De- 


scribes Some of the Scenes 


in Their Gamps.

' 'A. C. Hales, who was taken -prisoner 
oy tho Boers, writes to the London 
News describing: his captors as ho 
found them in tho field. "I was only 
a prisoner in their hands for about a 
mouth," he says, "yet every moiuimt of 
that time was so fraught with interest 
I fancy I picked up more of the real 
nature of the Boers thau I should havo 
done under ordinary circumstances in 
a couple of years. 


"I was moved from laager to laager 


along the fighting line; yaw them at 
work with their rifles; saw them come 
in from more than one tough skirmish, 
bringing their dead and wounded with 
them; saw them when they had tri- 
umphed and saw them when they had 
been whipped; saw them goiug to their 
farms to be welcomed by wii'e anti 
children; saw them leaving home with 
a wife's sobs in thulr ears and chil- 
dren's loving kisses on their lips. I 
saw some of these old gray heads, shat- 
tered by our shells, dying grimly, with 
knitted brows and fiercely clinched 
jaws; saw some of their beardless boys 
sobbing their souls out as the life- 
blood dyed the African heath. 


"I saw some passing over the border 


line which divides life and death with 
a ring of stern browed comrades about 
them, leaning upon their rifles, while 
a brother or a father knelt aud pressed 
the hand of him whose feet were on 
the very threshold of the land beyond 
the shadows. I saw others smiling up 
into the faces of women—the poor, 
pain drawn faces of the dying looking 
less haggard and worn than the an- 
guish stricken features of their wo- 
mankind who kilelt to comfort them 
In that last, awful hour—in the hour 
which divides time from eternity, the 
sunlight of lusty life from the shadows 
of unsearchable death. 


"Those things I have seen, and in the 


ears of English men and women let 
me say, as one who knows and fain 
would speak the plain, ungilded truth 
concerning friend and foe, that not 
alone beneath the British flag are he- 
roes found, not alone at the breasts of 
British matrons are brave men suc- 
kled, for, as my soul liveth, whether 
their cause be just or unjust, whether 
the right or the wrong of this war be 
with them, whether the blocd of the 
hundreds tlvit have fallen since the 
first rifle spoke defiance shall speak 
for or against them at the day of judg- 
ment, they at least know how to die, 
and when a man has given his life for 
the cause he believes in he is proved 
worthy even of his worst enemy's re- 
spect. And it seems to me that the 
British nation, with its long roll of he- 
roic deeds, wrought the world over, 
from Africa to Iceland, can well afford 
to honor the splendid bravery and self 
sacrifice of these rude, untutored tillers 
of the soil. I have seen them die. 


"Once, as I lay a prisoner in a rocky 


ravine, all through the hot afternoon, 
I heard the rifles snapping like hounds 
around a cornered beast. One sight I 
saw which will stay with me while 
memory last?. They had placed me 
under a wagon beneath a mass of over- 
hanging rocks for safety, and there 
they brought two wounded men. One 
was a man of 50, a hard old veteran, 
with a complexion as dark as a New 
Zealand Maori. The beard that fram- 
ed his rugged face was throe-fourths 
gray; his hands were as rough and 
knotted by open air toil as the hoofs of 
a working steer. He looked what he 
was—a Boer of mixed Dutch and 
French lineage. 


"Later on I got Into conversation 


with him, and he told me a good deal 
of his life. His father was descended 
from ojie of the 'old Dutch families 
who had emigrated to South Africa In 
search of religious liberty In the old 
days when the country was a wilder- 
ness. His mother had come in an un- 
broken line from oue of the noble fami- 
lies of France who fled from home in 
the days of the terrible persecution of 
the Huguenots. He himself had been 
many things—hunter, traitor, farmer 
and fighting man. 
Ho had fought 


against the natives and had fought 
against our people. 


"The younger man was hist son, a tall, 


fair follow, scarcpJy more than a strip- 
ling, aud I had no need to be a prophet 
to tell that his very hours were num- 
bered. 
Both had been wounded by 


one of our shells, and it was pitiful to 
watch them as they lay side by side, 
the older holding the hand of tho youn- 
ger in a loving clasp, while with his 
other hand he stroked the ooyish face 
with gestures that were infinitely pa- 
thetic. 


"Just as the stars were coming out 


that night between the clouds that 
floated over us the Boer boy sobbed 
his young life out, and all through 
the lo-ag watches of that mournful 
darkness the father lay with his dear 
laddie's hand in his. Tho pain of his 
owu wounds must have been dreadful, 
but I heard no moan of anguish from 
his lips. When at the dawning they 
came to take the dead boy from the 
living man, the stern old warrior sim- 
ply pressed his grizzled lips to the cold 
face and then turned no further sign."

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CUT OFF BY FILIPINOS 


Thrilling Experience of Five 


American Soldiers. Sergeant 


Voltrie Was Shot 


HTscouting party of the Thirty-ninth, 
fltfas sent out to cover the country west 
(f Tanauan and ascertain if there were 
*ny insurgents in that locality. Dur- 
ing the day five men of K company 
:wlio had ventured some distance from 
tde rest of the party were cut off about 
four miles west of Tauauan and fired 
upon by rebels supposed' to be about 
150 strong, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean's Manila correspondent, writing 
under date of Feb. 2S. 


The men put up a running fight for 


some distance in hope o£ either reach- 
ing the rest of the scouting party or 
that, hearing the sound of firing, their 
comrades would come to their relief. 
They continued their retreat, firing as 
they went, until one of thoir number. 
Quartermaster Sergeant Voltrie, fell, 
having been shot through the heart, 


When the sergeant fell, the bullets 


!\rere flying like hailstones, and the 
party all dropped for protection from 
the murderous fire except Corporal 
Evans, who, thinking they were all 
killed, continued his fight alone, thus 
becoming separated from the other 
three, who, after resting for a time, 
followed in hopes of overtaking him. 
During the flight Private Berring gave 
out, and they had to decide whether to 
leave him to his fate or stay by him 
and srnffer the consequences. True to 
the record of the American soldier, the 
remaining two, Sergeant Williams and 
Corporal Rodabough, refused to leave 
him alone, and the three, getting under 
the best cover they could, stood the 
insurgents off until dark and then. 
made their escape, but did not reach 
Tanauan until 10 o'clock 
Saturday 


morning. 
There they reported the 


death of Sergeant Voltrie and the ab- 
sence of Corporal Evans, who was 
supposed to have met the same fate. 


The following day a searching party 


sent out to find the bodies and 


give them burial. They found Ser- 
geant Voltrie where he had fallen, 
shot and terribly boloed after death 
by tbe savages, and buried him where 
he feLL No trace of Corporal Evans 
could be found, and the party returned 
to camp. 


3?he following day another party was 


Bent out to search for the body of tha 
missing man, but found no trace of 
him whatever and returned to camp. 
On. Wednesday a third party was sent 
out to find Corporal Evans and bury 
his remains. They were passing up a 
ravine about four miles from Tanuan, 
when one of the men stopped sudden- 
ly and said, "Listen, boys," and far off 
on the hillside they heard distinctly 
the shouts of some one who had sight- 
ed tba party and was calling to them. 
Like wild men they plunged forward 
Into the thicket, and, reaching tbe hill, 
hastened in the direction whence the 
shouts came. About half "way up the 
mountainside they were met by Cor- 
poral Evans, the missing man, who 
had been alone upon the mountains 
since the preceding Friday, five days 
and nights without food or water ex- 
cept what little he gathered from the 
leaves one night when it rained and 
five oranges he had found that morn- 
ing about 8 o'clock. 


He had kept up a running fight for 


the first two days and was twice shot, 
once the ball just grazing his left eye 
and plowing a furrow across his fore- 
head, the second wound being in the leg, 
when he was obliged to go into hiding, 
where he had remained until Wednes- 
day morning, when almost starved and 
having only eight cartridges left out 
of 100 he hc.d started with, he became 
desperate and decided to come out of 
hiding and sell his life as dearly as 
possible while his eight cartridges last- 
ed and then meet his fate, whatever it 
might be. 


He discovered five Filipinos about 


200 yards away and, taking a delib- 
erate aim, shot one, when tbe remain- 
Ing four fled. Upon reaching the spot 
where his foe h»d fallen he found five 
oranges, his first meal in five days, and 
had wandered around as best he could 
In hopes of finding something to drink. 


He was carried back to camp by his 


comrades and declares that he made 
every shot count About SO dead Fili- 
pinos were found by the different par- 
ties in their search, which goes 'o 
prove his statement. His reception by 
the officers and men in the camp w"3 
indescribable. Five days among sav- 
ages alone nnd without food! His rn- 
turning alive when they had all given 
him up for dead seemed more like a 
dream than otherwise, but such was 
the fact. He had outlived it all and 
protested when told the party had or- 
ders to find his "body" and bury it.

en stool."

The first, in 1823, resulted 
in a terrible disaster, Sir Charles Mc-

skull was rimmed with gold and used 
by the kings of Kumassi for 50 years 
as a drinking cup.

TOQUENCH PARIAHS'THIRST 


Satire of Madras, India, Gathering^ 


Funds 3Tor Well Digging, 


T. B. Pandian of Madras, India, is 


in Chicago for the purpose of raising 
funds to be spent in digging wells, the 
waters of which may be drunk by the 
pariahs of his native country, says the 
Chicago Record. 
By the law of In- 


dia these outcasts, of whom there are 
about 9,000,000, are not allowed to 
drink at any of the public fountains, 
and in dry seasons many suffer death' 
for lack of water, plenty of which is at 
hand. Mr. Pandiau has been carrying, 
on his work in Philadelphia for six 
months. He said: 


"It is natural that an American 


should think it strange that Great Brit- 
ain is spending hundreds of millions 
in the conquest of new country while 
thousands oj persons she already gov- 
erns are dying of thirst, starvation and 
epidemic disease yearly, as is the case 
in India. But such is the case. It is 
not the religion of the Hindoo that is' 
responsible for the appalling condi- 
uons, but it is the practice or lack of 
practice of that religion. The worst 
institution in India is the caste. Orig- 
inally there were no castes, but when 
the priesthood evolved from the phi- 
losophy of the Hindoo the ceremonial 
principle the caste was the result. 


"On the whole, the sympathy of In- 


dia is with England in the South Afri- 
can war. We realize that the customa 
of thousands of years are not easily 
shaken and that England in India has 
been a blessing. I do not think that 
Great Britain would, as a matter of 
policy, withdraw any more troops from 
India, but to do so would be safe so 
far as the danger of a native uprising 
is concerned." 


Sealing Industry Turned. Out Better 


Till* Year Tliaa For Twenty Tear* 
Past—Baby Seals Born on Ice Floe* 
and Killed For Skins and Oil—Fur 
Not Valuable. 
Following closely upon the reports of 


the great success achieved by the seal 
hunters of the Magdalen islands comes 
news of the Newfoundland hunt. This 
industry has turned out better this 
spring than for 20 years past, and as 
the seal oil is $20 per ton higher than 
it was last year the island colony will 
profit largely by the good luck of the 
hunters, says the Quebec correspond- 
ent of the Chicago Record. For the 
first fortnight of the hunting season 
those engaged in the hunt have secured 
something like 320,000 seals, amount- 
ing in value to about $040,000. These 
are not, of course, the Bering sea or fur 
seal, but the hairy seal of Greenland, 
and most of them belong to the harp 
variety. They are killed when from a 
month to G weeks old upon the ice floes 
upon which they were born from about 
Feb. 10 to 15. 


The birthplace of the seal is in the 


Arctic ocean, but the icefields on which 
they first see the light of day away to 
the north of Newfoundland have drift 
ed down on the arctic current to the 
west and south of the island by thi> 
time that the "whitecoats," as thi 
young harp seals are called, are aboui 
a month old. It is then, in their baby 
hood and when still fed by their moth- 
ers' milk, which is of a thick, creair.., 
consistency and very yellow and nutr: 
tious, that they are most easily killed, 
and it is then that they furnish 
T'H. 


largest amount of oil and that of t:-- 
finest quality. The skins are taunc ' 
into leather. 


The importance to Newfoundland i' 


a successful seal hunt may be judt:i 
not only from the fact that its prodii- 
will often run from $500,000 to $1,00 •, 
000, 
but also from the additional cir- 


cumstance that some 6,000 men, 22 
large steamers and a aumbcr of sailing 
vessels are employed in it. This year 
the sealing vessels all steamed out of 
the harbor of St. John's about the mid- 
dle of March. Two days later they met 
countless thousands of the seals on the 
Coating icefields. It is remarkable that 
although the seal hunt has been prac- 
ticed annually for over a century there 
should be no apparent decrease in the 
number of seals. 


This spring the conditions, of the hunt 


were exceedingly favorable. The ice- 
fields upon which the seals were met 
were far enough away from the shore 
and rocks for the steamers to run in 
among them and land their crews upon 
the floes among the seals, floating with 
them over the surface of the ocean un- 
til enough of the animals had been kill- 
ed to matte full cargoes. 


It was about 40 miles northeast of 


Funk island that the seals were met 
this year, and so plentiful were they 
that some of the steamers concluded 
their cargoes in a couple of days. The 
crews followed their usual practice of 
leaping overboard on to the icefields

A manufacturer of automobiles in 


New 1'ork has accepted an order to 
make uu automobile, said 'to be for ail 
English uoblemau, which will be guar- 
anteed to run a mile a minute and 60 
miles an hour on a level road. Work 
has already been started on the ma- 
chine, Bays the New York Trlbuue.

Many Amerlcnn Soldiers Pro- 
cure Tlielr Footsenr. 


The average American citizen will 


doubtless be surprised to know that 
Spanish manufacturers are furnishing 
the American soldiers in the Philippine 
islands with a large proportion of the 
shoes they wear. 
According to a re- 


cent letter written by the French con- 
sul at Manila to the Revue du Com- 
merce Bxtcrieur of Paris, this is a fact. 
An extract from the letter named, 
which was furnished to the press re- 
cently by the division of customs and 
insular affairs of the war department 
in Washington, says: 


"Shoes form one of the chief articles 


of commerce at Manila since the en- 
trance of the American troops. The 
large number of regulars or volunteers 
are forced to constantly renew their 
footwear. So far Spanish manufactur- 
ers have mainly profited by this trade. 


"The few tailors now established in 


the 'city have been overwhelmed with 
orders, which, for want of capable 
workmen, they have been unable to 
fill. The American army today forms 
their chief clientele. Uniforms of wbite, 
aud especially khaki, are made every- 
where in proportion as troops arrive 
from the United States 'or return to 
Manila from the front. 


"Suits of cloth or light wool are or- 


dered from the few European tailors. 
It is difficult to find out just what the 
amount of importation of these cloths 
is, but the kind made in France for 
•summer wear is.too heavy for this cli- 
mate. A light woolen cloth ought to be 
especially manufactured for tropical 
countries, where the warm and moist 
temperature requires tbe use of mate- 
rials extremely thin, but at the same 
time calculated to ward off chills."

Strong Argument Made by President 


1 little of Boston and Maine 


The legislaitve railroad committee 


yesterday began its hearings on the 
question of the lease of the Fitchbure 
to the Boston and Maine, resident 
Tuttle* of the Bosfcun and Maine was 
the only sneaker of the session, occu- 
pying the entire session, while Samuel 
Hoar at back in the rear, evidently 
gathering- points trom Tuttle's preseu- 
ation of his case to strengthen the 
reasoning: for the lease of the Albanv 
to the New York Central. Indeed, one 
of the committee remarked that the 
speech of Tuttle was the strongest 
argument which he had heard for the 
lease of the Albany to the 
Central. 


This was because of the broad- vio-% 
which Tuttle presented. I\ showed, 
that he was thoroughly familiar with 
the railroad business, both in broad 
principles and in the detail of manage- 
ment. 


His picture oC the Fitchbure1 as a 


suppliant at the knee of the Vander- 
bilts for east-bound business, consid- 
ering' that the Fitchburg had very 
little to offer in return, was very strik- 
ing. He proposed to meet the emer- 
gency by creating- a new situation, in 
which the Fitchburg- would be support- 
ed by the vastly larger mileag-e and 
facilities of the Boston and. Maine, and 
in which also it would have the bene- 
fit of western connections with the 
Erie and the Delaware and Hudson, 
with their large fields. This -nould 
prevent the Central from kicking over 
the traces if it ever felt too frisky. 
and he thoug-ht that it 
would add 


greatly to the strength of the New 
England system. 


He did not finish, but will want a 


little time more. Counsel Torrey, for 
the Fitchburg-, will want one session, 
and it is expected that the Boston- 
business men .vill also want one day, 
at least. How-much time the opposi- 
tion will want has not developed.

Globe from Iloilo, and giving a review 
of. conditions in the island of Panay 
since the 26th regiment \\ ent there, 
says: 


Throiugh the month of January the 


officers and meni of the ioth have been 
employed in Scouting-, organizing town 
governments and hunting robbers. The 
reg-ime-nt is distributed over the Iloilo 
district occuping these places.

These stations will probably be held 


by the 26th while the regiment remains 
in Panay Island. Supplies for the rainy 
season are being taken, to these sta- 
tions now, as transportation after the 
rains set in some time late in May •« ill 
be quite impossible. 


There has been a great deal of sick- 


ness. Twelve men ha\ e been buried 
since the arrival of the regiment. Out 
of that 12 gunshot wounds killed three. 


Bern el trouble and a kind of break- 


bone fever attacked the men, but the 
doctors now report a decrease in sick- 
ness. A moil 5 all the soldiers stationed 
on this island there have baen 20 cases 
of smallpox. Only two men have died 
of this disease. The hospital here is a 
miserable building-, pooily situated and 
within 10 yards of a s\\amp, which the 
sanitary officers are trying- to fill up 
with sand.

end in Panay. News comes of an oc- 
casional shot or volley 
from 
stray 


bands of robibers, but save in the An- 
tiqupe district of the island, which WPS 
not touched by the Americans until 
the middle of January, there is no 
considerable force o> insurgents or- 
ganized.
